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Logical combination 


Israeli Prime Minister Yitzhak Rabin's tour of the occupied 
West Bank Tuesday, and his statements to Israeli settlers there, 
are a textbook case of the contradictions of Zionism, and pin- 
point ever so clearly the dynamics of continued Arab resis- 
tance throughout the West Bank. 

While visiting Israeli settlers in the Jordan Valley, Mr. 
Rabin said the Jordan River would remain as Israel's defence 
barrier, .and added about the settlements that ‘"these settle- 
ments are here to stay for a long time. We don't establish new 
villages only to pull them down later.” 

It is indicative of the myopic streak in Zionism, and the 
character of Israel, that someone like Mr. Rabin can say these 
things at a time and place when the occupied West Bank’s 
Palestinian Arab population has been engaged in a four-month- 
long campaign of demonstrations and resistance whose mes- 
sage to Israel is that all the Jewish settlements will have to 
be pulled down, and by implication that the only defence 
barrier Israel can ever have is the security of legitimacy and 
approval that only comes from the Arab people of Palestine. 

Mr. Rabin has to say things such as he said Tuesday in 
large part to satisfy the right-wing members of his coalition 
government, without whose support he would no longer be 
prime minister. The troubling thing over and above this, how- 
ever, is that Mr. Rabin in large part believes what he says, 
and what He says also in large part reflects the strain of 
indecision about the occupied Arab lands that runs through 
Israeli society. 

It has become clear to Israel and the world that territory 
is no guarantee of security, but rather an ever-present cause 
for insecurity. The longer Israel holds on to Arab land, the 
more determined the Arab states will be to liberate their land. 

It should also be clear to Israel that its rough tactics to 
quell demonstrations throughout the occupied territories will 
only result in an ever more vigorous will to intensify the 
demonstrations. 

While these two points have been brought home to Israel 
loud and clear, it is an expression of an extraordinary lack of 
vision and understanding for Mr. Rabin to go around the West 
Bank saying the kinds of things he did. But in this respect he 
represents the very essence of Zionism, which is the inability 
to recognise the difference between the real possibility of 
peaceful coexistence between the Jews and Arabs of Palestine, 
and the equally real impossibility of peace in a Palestine trun- 
cated and dismembered by the intrusion of exclusivist states 
like Israel, who seem to think they can only cling to their 
foothold in Palestine by crushing the political and social struc- 
tures of the Palestinian Arab society that has flourished there 
for many more years than Mr. Rabin would ever dare men- 
tion in public. 

It is difficult to take Mr. Rabin seriously when he talks 
like this, but the facts are that his words are supported by 
deeds. Every week, Israeli soldiers swarm through the West 
Bank to put down Arab protests, and every week there are 
new plans to set up more Jewish settlements in occupied Arab 
areas. It is this combination of provocative words and deeds 
from Israel that is so inimical to the prospects for genuine 
peace in Palestine. But it is not surprising, because this is the 
combination of word and deed one expects from an organism 
that substitutes self-perceived shows of decisiveness for its 
missing reserves of peace of mind.

We deem it worthy of publication 
hi its entirety because, of the overall assessment it gives of 
in ar o un d Jerusalem, and because of its 
timeliness durin g **»!■ period when there are continued efforts 
and plans by Israel to establish more sett leme nts in the. oc- 
cupied territories. 


The whole of Palestine,, and 
Jerusalem in particular,- has for 
the . past three months been over- 
whelmed by successive waves of 
strikes and demonstrations orga- 
nised by oar unarmed Arab bre- 
thren ffving under Israeli rule. In 
all the towns and villages of Pa- 
lestine, our b re thren , led by 
schoolboys, schoolgirls, municipal 
councils, labour ™inw« and mer- 
chants, have been trying to ex- 
press their utter rejection of the 
continued Israeli violations of 


their human, religious and natio- 
nal rights, the latest of which are 
the following : 

a) Desecration of the Ihrahimi 
Mosque and its precincts in 
Hebron, most sacred to Mu s- 

■ Hms everywhere, at the hands 
of the Israeli authorities, who 
partitioned it by force in or- 
der to allow Jews to hold their 
religious rites there. 

b) Desecration of the Noble Sanc- 
tuary of A1 Aqsa Mosque in 
Jerusalem, one of the holiest 


mosques of Islam, on more 
than a hundred occasions, in- 
cluding the wilful setting on 
fire in 1969, and the recent 
Israeli court decision (Janua- 
ry 28, 1976) to allow Jews to 
hold prayer meetings in the 
area surrounding the Mosque. 

c) Attempts by the Israeli autho- 
rities to confiscate what is left 
of Arab-owned land in the ter- 
ritory occupied in 1948 and 
1967, culminating in the expro- 
priation of twenty thousand 
dunums (five thousand acres) 
around the city of Nazareth 
and other Arab towns in Gali- 
lee, the northern part of Pales- 
tine, as well as other wide 
areas in the Nablus, Jerusalem 
and Hebron districts and Ga- 
za, occupied in 1967. 

d) Establishment of more Jewish 
settlements in the Arab areas, 
and the official flnnrmnrpmgn t 
of a plan to set up sixty more 
Jewish settlements in addition 


to the seventy-six already es- 
tablished in the Arab areas 
since 1967, with the purpose 
of perpetuating the Israeli oc- 
cupation and diminishing the 
Arab presence in Palestine. 

Under this constant provocation, 
and despairing of Israeli justice, 
and receiving no favourable reac- 
tion to their repeated memoranda 
and protests, and observing the 
unlimited military, financial and 
even political support of the Uni- 
ted States Government to Israeli 
aggression, our kinfolk in Pales- 
tine have resorted to demonstra- 
tions and desperate strikes, in pro- 
test against the injustices of the 
continuing Israeli occupation and 
in order to express their disap- 
pointment with the policy of the 
U.S. government, which has ve- 
toed any United Nations resolu- 
tion finding fault with Israel's ex- 
cesses in the occupied territories. 

Every single day brings new 


suffering to our brethren in the 
occupied territory of Palestine a: 
the hands of the Israeli occupa- 
tion authorities. Every day dis-j 
closes new plans for the Judaisa-j 
tion not only of Jerusalem but of j 
the rest of the occupied territory . \

PARIS, France, (CSM). — The . 
apocryphal legend of France’s 
centuries-long refusal to use the 
wheel until a French wheel had 
been invented has been given a 
new twist. 

And this time not by the Aca- 
demic Frangaise or the Munster 
for Culture or the Minister * for 
Education, but by the national 
Parliament itself. 

A new law, now in the process 
of being e xpl a ine d to a rather sur- 
prised busines world, forbids and 
punishes the lise of foreign words 
in advertisements, on labels, in 
usage instructions, and in employ- 
ment contracts. 

" M a in te nan ce of the purity of 
the French language" is the title 
of the law. In an official publica- 
tion, Michel Bruguiere, chairman 
of the High Committee of the 
French Language, states that the 
purpose of the law is to “defeat 
the invasion by foreign words . . . 
of our language.” 

- First offenses are to be fined 
only $18 or up to $36. It’s not yet 
dear if each separate foreign 
word, and each separate label 
or copy of instructions or copy of 
a newspaper con taining the offen- 
sive term, will qualify for an $18 
to $36 ftoe. 

But one thong is certain : a se- 
cond offense withing three years 
will cost from $20 to $U00. 

The section of the law r e fe r ri ng 
to labour contracts has come into 
immediate effect But potential of- 
fenders in other ways are given 
until January 4, 1977, to with- 
draw their offensive lan g ua g e. 

The defenders of the French 
language are already offering al- 
ternatives for the "shocking- an- 
gUcisms that have crept into use 

— in the computer world, “hard- 
ware” will now be “material* 1 and 
“soft-ware” will be disguised as 
'Togiciel,” though unfortunately 
no substitutes for COBOL (com- 
mon business oriented language). 

FORTRAN (formula translating 
system), off-line, and on-line ha- 
ve yet been concocted.

Illumination developed to heigh- 
ten the transcendent effects aim- 
ed at by the calligraphers — as the 
word Quran means, “a good tree 
with roots firm and branches in 
Heaven’’ also, "Light or radiant 


designed to be carried in the poc- 
kets of the devout. One was oc- 
tagonal in shape, from the Safa- 
vid period, copied in Shiraz, Per- 
sia, in 1543 and exquisitely per- 
fect with its delicate calligraphy. 

The display of Quran bindings 
is also fascinating, as these show' 
how leather enriched with gold 
tooling in geometric, foliate and 
floral designs was perfected as a 
book-binding technique by Islamic 
artists in the 13th century and 
influenced the Western world, par- 
ticularly in Venice, which is still 
renowned for its gold-tooled Moro- 
cco leatherwork. 

The Quran Exhibition at the 
British Museum Library remains 
open till August 15th, and offers 
a unique opportunity for the Wes- 
tern world to appreciate the he- 
art of Islam in these manuscripts 


with their precise calligraphy and 
splendid ornamentation. 

It was pointed out to me that 
this is a "once only Festival", as 
parts of it may be shown in suit- 
able galleries in Europe but not 
on this same scale. 

Dr Martin Lings said that the 
Quran Exhibition is a triumph 
of co-ordination between scholars 
in the Islamic world, and he pa- 
id tribute to the Jordanian scho- 
lars who have helped him with 
background research. 

Events of the World of Isiam 
Festival continue to open to the 
public, but it is felt that the Qu- 
ran Exhibition is the true heart 
of the Festival, and cannot fail to 
inspire those who see it, with its 
timeless beauty, dedicater scholar- 
ship and spirit of truth and pea-

Prices managed another good advance in active trading Wed- 
nesday on the New York Stock Exchange in spite of some profit- 
taking. The industrial average gained more than seven points and 
closed at its highest level of the year and well above the 1,000 level 
(1,011,02). This average has now gained more than 30 points in three 
sessions since the beginning of the week and the long Easter week- 
end. Investors are still optimistic about the American economy while 
most corporations keep publishing good quarterly earnings reports. 
Furthermore, the Commerce Department said today that the retail 
price index had only gained 0,2 per cent in March. Gainers outnum- 
bered losers by a fair 894 to 575 margin, with 414 issues unchanged 
at the close. Most groups of shares closed on a steady tone. 

At the close, the industrial average shows at 1,011.02, a gain 
Of 7.56 points ; Transp. at 212.89, a gain of 1.38 ; Utilities at 87.77, a 
loss of 0.07. 26,000,000 shares changed hands, of which 4,430,000 
during the last hour.
